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Dear Mr. Muhkerjce, 


We wrote your predecessor several times asking the 
Commission to initiate a complaint on behalf or persons whose 
central nervous system dysfunction is caused by environmental 
sensitivities. Several authorities recommend checking for 
sensitivities before embarking on psychiatric treatments that 
could hurt members of this disabled group. 


Those who are affected cannot file a complaint, as they do not 
know themselves who they are. 


We never received any answer to the request that the 
Commission initiate a complaint on their behalf. As there was 
never any answer, we wonder if the request was ever put 
before the Commission. 


If it was not, there are some serious questions: 


1) Was this request ever put before the Commission? 

2) Was the decision not to bring it before the Commission 
made by Ms Frazee, to whom we wrote? 

3) Or was the decision made by Mr. Peter Hoy alone, to 
whose attention we were asked to send such letters? 


Meanwhile, atrocities (we use the term prudently) continue to 
be committed against members of this disabled group in 
provincial government facilities, by provincially funded and 
regulated professionals and staff.
